ance of Gallaudet College in its mission.”

GALLAUDET DAY 

The annual Gallaudet Day ceremony will 
be held on December 10 from 7:30 to 
8 a.m. at the Thomas Hopkins Gallaudet 
Statue facing Chapel Hall. Throughout 
the nation, schools for the deaf will be 
honoring Thomas Hopkins Gallaudet, the 
father of deaf education in the United 
States, 

Following Thomas Hopkins Gallaudet's 
graduation from Yale College and the 
Andover Theological Seminary, he became 
acquainted with Alice Cogswell, the deaf 
daughter of a neighbor in Hartford, 
Connecticut. 

In 1815, Dr. Cogswell and a group of 
people from the Hartford community who 
were concerned about the unavailability 
of educational facilities for deaf 
children, commissioned Gallaudet to travel 
to Europe and study how to establish a 
School. 

While attending classes in a school 
run by Abbe Sicard in Paris, Gallaudet 


met a young deaf teacher, Laurent Clerc. 
Clerc returned to America with Gallaudet 
and together they established a school 
for the deaf in Hartford. The school, 
which became the American School for the 
Deaf, was the first permanent public 
school for the deaf in the United States, 

In 1894, the collegiate division of the 
Columbia Institution for the Deaf and the 
Dumb was renamed Gallaudet College in 
honor of Thomas Hopkins Gallaudet. The 
name of the entire corporation became 
Gallaudet College in 1954, 

All faculty, staff and students are 
invited to participate in Monday's cere- 
monies and to pay homage to this great 
American educator.
